GERMANY’S RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR THE WAR. 


Ir may secm somewhat belated to 
dwell on the point that upon 
Germany and Germany alone ‘rests 
the responsiblity for the war, This 
is universally conceded except among 
the’ Germans and their supporters, 
who have arrogantly deluded them- 
selves that the world would benefit 
by the spread of pan-Germanic 
ideals, In the able speech which 
Sir Edward Giey delivered on Mon- 
day—(a telegraphic summary of 
which we palilsbed in yesterday's 
issue)—Germany’s real ‘ ideals,” are 
admirably set forth, as is also Ger 
many’s crime in bringing about the 
war, ‘Sir Edward Grey, speaking 
with all the authority’ of his great 
position, does not hesitate to plnee 
the entire blame upon Germany. To- 
day, as at the outset of the conflict, 
he is fully cunvinced that Germany 
and Germany alono is “responsible. 
He ‘recalls tho fact thnt before 
the ‘conflict actually broke out Ger- 
many refused-to participate in a 
conference suggested by himself and 
to’ which all the .Powers, - Austria 
ineluded, were willing should be held. 
Germany alone declined to take part. 
To the Germans wh had for years 
been’ preparing ‘for. a European, war 
the opportunity of the dispute be- 
tween Austria and Servia seemed
